With the budget over, and the gov- 
ernment sustained by majorities of 18 
and 19 over the combined opposition, 
interest. is increasing in the work of 
the House of Commons Radio Broad- 
casting committee.

“suspected” by those who support the 
principle of the publicly-owned’ and 
‘operated Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration.

The 
C.C.F, supports the government pol- 
icy, but, because that party is accused 
of advocating nationalization for tha 
purpose of forcing socialism in Can- 
ada its support is embrassing rathw 
then helpful 

The position of the liberal party, 
probably with considerable support, i9 
that the circumstances make publicly 
owned radio in Canada necessary “in 
the public interest.” It is widely 
recognized that we are achieving a 
distinctive Canadian culture of which 
we can be very. proud. Our people 
have brought much from Britain, 
France, the United States and Centra] 
Europe to blend and develop, under 
Canadian conditions and influences a 
new and better way of life, It was to 
protect and strengthen this develop- 
ment that the Conservative gdWern- 
ment strengthened in 1936 this na- 
tional service. It was recognized then 
and it is still true that, without this 
public support, Canadian radio would 
fall into the hands of powerful Amere 
ican broadcasting chains, 'This would

Scientists Have 
Silent Airplane 


LANGLEY FIELD, Va.—Scientists 
have produced the first “silent” air- 
plane. Two hundred aviation experts, 
here for a demonstration of the new

John F. Victory, secretary of the 
National Advisory Committee for 
Aeronautics, said that complaints 
about noise had closed a number of 
metropolitan airports. 

The racket of planes overhead 
causes some property near airports

J, A. Shortal, project engineer for 
NACA, said the plane demonstrated 
here was the first one built in which 
all silencing methods had been fully 
applied.

In the demonstration, a plane 
equipped with a new propeller and 
muffler made scarcely more noise 
than a glider when at a 300-foot alti- 
tude, listeners on the ground said.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
CONTROL

Experience has shown that  for- 
eign exchange control regulations in- 
troduced last September to permit 
Canadian residents to retain up to 
$100 in U. S, currency and to use it 
for travel purposes without tie ne- 
cessity of obtaining a permit have not 
proved satisfactory. These limits had 
been proposed when the foreign ex- 
change vontrol legislation was before 
parliament, and had been adopted on 
a trial basis. At the time it was not 
expected that these regulations wonld} 
result in any substantial accumula- 
tion of U.S. currency in private 
hands. 

The minister of finnance announced 
that for this reason the foreign ¢x- 
chenge control regulations have now 
been amended to require any Cana- 
dian resident having more than $10 
in U.S. currency in bis possession to 
sell jt to a bank in Canada, In ad- 
dition, a Canadian resident  wish- 
ing to take out of Canada more than 
$10 in U.S. funds or more than a 
total of $25 in both U.S. and Can- 
adian funds will now be required to 
obtain a Form Hi Travel permit ap 
proved by a bank. ,
